ADDITIONAL SAFETY RULES FOR PAINT REMOVAL 

E3 WARNING: Extreme care should be taken when removing paint. The 
peelings, residue, and vapors of paint may contain lead, which is 
poisonous.

2. REMOVE OR COVER any carpets, rugs, furniture, clothing, cooking 
utensils and air ducts. 

3. PLACE DROP CLOTHS in the work area to catch any paint chips or 
peelings. Wear protective clothing such as extra work shirts, overalls and hats. 

4. WORK IN ONE ROOM AT A TIME. Furnishings should be removed or 
placed in the center of the room and covered. Work areas should be sealed 
off from the rest of the dwelling by sealing doorways with drop cloths. 

5. CHILDREN, PREGNANT OR POTENTIALLY PREGNANT women and 
nursing mothers should not be present in the work area until the work is 
done and all cleanup is complete. 

6. WEAR A DUST RESPIRATOR or a dual filter (dust and fume) respirator 
mask which has been approved by the Occupational Safety and Health 
Administration (OSHA), the National Institute of Safety and Health (NIOSH), 
or the United States Bureau of Mines. These masks and replaceable filters 
are readily available at major hardware stores. Be sure the mask fits. Beards 
and facial hair may keep the masks from sealing properly. Change filters 
often. DISPOSABLE PAPER MASKS ARE NOT ADEQUATE. 

7. KEEP FOOD AND DRINK out of the work area. Wash hands, arms, and 
face and rinse mouth before eating or drinking. Do not smoke or chew gum 
or tobacco in the work area.

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8. CLEAN UP ALL REMOVED PAINT and dust by wet mopping the floors. 
Use a wet cloth to clean all walls, sills and any other surfaces where paint or 
dust is clinging. DO NOT SWEEP, DRY DUST OR VACUUM. Use a high 
phosphate detergent or trisodium (TSP) to wash and mop areas. 

9. AT THE END OF EACH WORK SESSION put the paint chips and debris 
in a double plastic bag, close it with tape or twist ties and dispose of properly. 

10. REMOVE PROTECTIVE CLOTHING and work shoes in the work area to 
avoid carrying dust into the rest of the dwelling. Wash work clothes 
separately. Wipe shoes off with a wet rag that is then washed with the work 
clothes. Wash hair and body thoroughly with soap and water. 



MOTOR 

Many Porter-Cable tools will operate on either D.C., or single phase 25 to 60 
cycle A.C. current and voltage within plus or minus 5 percent of that shown 
on the specification plate on the tool. Several models, however, are designed 
for A.C. current only. Refer to the specification plate on your tool for proper 
voltage and current rating. 

CAUTION: Do not operate your tool on a current on which the 
voltage is not within correct limits. Do not operate tools rated A.C. 
only on D.C. current. To do so may seriously damage the tool. 



EXTENSION CORD SELECTION 

If an extension cord is used, make sure the conductor size is large enough to 
prevent excessive voltage drop which will cause loss of power and possible 
motor damage. A table of recommended extension cord sizes will be found 
in this section. This table is based on limiting line voltage drop to 5 volts (10 
volts for 230 volts) at 1 50% of rated amperes. 

If an extension cord is to be used outdoors it must be marked with the suffix 
W-A or W following the cord type designation. For example - SJTW-A to 
indicate it is acceptable for outdoor use.

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FUNCTIONAL DESCRIPTION 

FOREWORD 

Porter-Cable disc grinders are designed for numerous grinding operations. 
Typical applications are auto body grinding, smoothing welding beads, 
removing gates and flash from castings, removing rust and the like! 

TO START AND STOP THE MACHINE 

CAUTION: Make sure switch is OFF and power circuit voltage is the 
same as that shown on the specification plate. 

1 . Connect machine to power circuit. 

2. Grip machine firmly to resist starting torque.

ASSEMBLY 

TO INSTALL I 



AUXILIARY HANDLE 

An auxiliary handle (H), Fig. 2, is 
furnished with your machine and 
can be installed on either side or 
the top of the front housing. This 
handle SHOULD BE USED AT 
ALL TIMES to maintain complete 
control of the machine. 




TO INSTALL WHEEL GUARD ng 2 

A TYPE 27 wheel guard is furnished with the machine. A TYPE 1 wheel guard 
is available as an accessory. Both guards are installed and adjusted in the 
same manner. 

WARNING: Always use an approved, and properly adjusted wheel 
guard where required. 

1 . CAUTION: DISCONNECT TOOL FROM POWER SOURCE. 

2. Rest machine on its back with spindle facing up.

3. Position the appropriate guard to the machine so that the three bosses 
(inside the guard mounting clamp) are aligned with the three notches in the 
mounting flange of the grinder (see Fig. 3). 

4. Seat guard onto mounting flange. Rotate the guard to a position that will 
place the guard between the operator and the grinding wheel (or other 
accessory requiring a guard). Tighten clamp screw (A) Fig. 3, to secure the 
guard in proper position (see Fig. 4). 

S3 WARNING: Always make sure the wheel guard is positioned 
between operator and the wheel, so that flying chips or pieces of a 
wheel that might break will be deflected away from the operator (see 
Fig. 4). 

TO INSTALL GRINDING WHEEL 

1 . CAUTION: DISCONNECT TOOL FROM POWER SOURCE. 

2. Rest machine on its back with spindle facing up. 

3. Install and adjust the appropriate wheel guard following instructions in 
TO INSTALL WHEEL GUARD Section of this manual. 

4. Position inner blade flange (A) Fig. 5, onto spindle (C), with round hub 
facing outward, away from machine. Rotate flange until it drops into place on 
the spindle. 
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NOTE: For TYPE 1 Blades ONLY: reverse the inner flange and 
assemble it to the spindle with the round hub facing inward, toward 
the machine (see Fig. 6). 

CAUTION: Use Type 1 Blade Guard when using Type 1 Blades. 

5. Position grinding wheel to spindle. 

6. Position outer blade flange to spindle and thread into place hand tight. 

NOTE: For TYPE 1 wheels, and for VV thick TYPE 27 wheels, 
assemble with the hub side of the outer blade flange in the wheel 
bore (flat side of flange out, away from wheel), see Fig. 7. 

For Vs" thick TYPE 27 wheels, assemble outer blade flange with flat 
side against the wheel (flange hub outward, away from wheel), see 
Fig. 8.

7. Depress spindle lock pin (E) Fig. 9, 
and hold while rotating grinding wheel 
clockwise by hand until spindle lock 
engages. 

8. Continue holding spindle lock pin 
engaged while placing lugs of 
spanner wrench (F) Fig. 9, into holes 
of outer blade flange. Tighten 
securely by turning clockwise.

TO INSTALL SANDING 
BACKUP KIT

4. Push retaining nut hub through an abrasive disc and position to spindle. 
Thread nut onto spindle finger tight. 

5. Depress spindle lock pin (E) Fig. 10, and hold while rotating backup pad 
clockwise by hand until spindle lock engages. 

6. While continuing to hold spindle lock pin engaged, grasp the backup 
pad and abrasive, and rotate clockwise to tighten (see Fig. 10). 



OPERATION 

USING A DISC GRINDER 

Be certain wheel guard and auxiliary handle are installed. 

Firmly grip the auxiliary handle and motor housing as shown in Fig. 11. Lift 
up rear of motor housing so only the front section of grinding wheel contacts 
the work. Use light pressure. Always lift the grinder off work before starting or 
stopping motor. The arrow on the front gear housing indicates the direction 
in which the grinding wheel rotates.

MAINTENANCE 

KEEP TOOL CLEAN 

Periodically blow out all air passages with dry compressed air. All plastic 
parts should be cleaned with a soft damp cloth. NEVER use solvents to clean 
plastic parts. They could possibly dissolve or otherwise damage the material. 

CAUTION: Wear safety glasses while using compressed air. 



FAILURE TO START 

Should your tool fail to start, check to make sure the prongs on the cord plug 
are making good contact in the outlet. Also, check for blown fuses or open 
circuit breakers in the line. 



LUBRICATION 

This tool has been lubricated with a sufficient amount of high grade lubricant 
for the life of the unit under normal operating conditions. No further 
lubrication is necessary. 
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BRUSH INSPECTION AND LUBRICATION 

For your continued safety and electrical protection, brush inspection and 
replacement on this tool should ONLY be performed by an AUTHORIZED 
PORTER-CABLE SERVICE STATION or a PORTER-CABLE/DELTA 
FACTORY SERVICE CENTER. 

At approximately 100 hours of use, take or send your tool to your nearest 
Authorized Porter-Cable Service Station to be thoroughly cleaned and 
inspected; worn parts replaced, when necessary; relubricated with fresh 
lubricant, if required; reassembled with new brushes; and performance tested.
